E. Smith, of this city, 
recently assisted the Oakland Liter- 
ary and Aid Society in arranging 
their incorporation, and was eon- 
frouted by the same difficulty : to 
solve the question ho wrote xo the 
Secretary of State, whose reply, 
given below, effectually settles the 
point unless it should be brought 
into court, which is not likely :

How 'Pins are Made. 


The piu machine is one of the nearest 


approaches that machines havo made to 
;h3 dexterity of the human hand. A 
small machine about the size of a lady's 
sowing machine, only stronger, stauds 
before you. On the back side a light 
belt descends from a louy shaft at the 
:eiling tlmt drives all tho machines, 
ranging in rows on the floor.

Twcutj-eight 
pounds of pins is a day's work for one 
of these little jerking automatons. 1'orty 
machines innke live hundred and sixty 
pounds dnily, These pins are then pol- 
ished. Two" very iutelligent machines 
reject every crooked pin, every slight 
irregularity of form being detected.

A haud-liku 
part of the machine catches one foim of 
each of the slots as it falls, nud by one 
movement sticks them all through two 
corrugated ridges iu the paper, from
